The Chairman of the company, Mr. Frank 
Thornton, said that the factory had been 
brought into existence mainly through the 
efíorts of the Trim Industrial Development 
Association. That body some years ago set 
itself the task of providing some form of new 
industry for Trim, and, despite numerous dis-

Wells 
was partaered by the late John Edward 
Healy, of the Jrish Times, and his 
opponents were Plunkett and the late Mr.

“The trouble about that game,” said 
H.G., “was that A.E. walked round the 
course with us. He insisted on talking to 
me about music, and on every green th: 
shadow of his beard seemed to fall direct], 
over the hole.”

He also was rather amusing about 
Ramsay Macdonald. One dav, he said, 
hefore the Labour Party came into power 
in England, he picked up Macdonald in 
his car to take him down to his place in 
the country for a week-end. As they were 
driving past Buckingham Palace the 
future Prime Minister remarked, pointing 
vaguely in the direction of the Royal resi 
dence: “ When we get into office all this 
will have to stop.”

Enduring Youth 


Talking to Wells, one Ris the impret 
sion that he is almost a young man. He 
is full of energy and vivacity. Time has 
dealt gently with his features, and he 
certainly does not look a day over fifty 
five. Yet he was born seventy-one years 
ago, and wrote “ The Time Machine ”’ 
while I was in my cradle. He gave me ® 
bit of a shock when he spoke of his child 
hood and made me realise that he had 
passed the allotted span. 

He was talking about the curse of modern 
nationalism, with particular teference to 
Germany’s race mania. It was almost 
impossible, he said, to rid oneself of the 
idea that the Nordics were superior to 
everybody else if one had been brought up 
in a certain atmosphere. 

“Take my own icase.”” he went on. 
“When I was a boy I fell under the 
influence of old Carlyle and John Richard 
Green, and people like that, who were 
preaching the virtues of the Teutons, and 
I remember that I often used to look in 
the looking-glass and rejoice that I had 
blue eyes and fair hair—which I had in

He is on his way to the United States to 
talk about what he termed “ a notion ”’ 
which he has It is some kind of scheme 
to bring the intéllectual forces of the world 
into line with one another, and thus to 
serve the cause of peace. At present, he 
told me, there is no effective Waison 
between these forces—that is why the 
dictators are having things more or less all 
their own way. I asked him if there was 
a future for enlightened democtaey, and 
he assured me that there was. 

“ You know,” he said, “‘ I am a bit of a 
heretic. I still believe in such antiquated 
ideas as the efficacy of public opinion, 

ersonal liberty and the like. I suppose 

am still a Liberal,” he mused, hastening 
to add, ‘‘ and, of course, a Socialist into 
the bargain.'' 


Stalin. and Gorki 


That gave me the chance to question him 
nbout Russia, a country which Wells has 
visited on several occasions. He was im- 
pressed by Stalin, who, he told*me, seemed 
to be entirely sincere. While Maxim 
Gorki was alive Stalin used to consult him 
on most matters of importance, and 
generally took the old man’s advice. The 
Russian leader, apparently, has a deep 
respect for men of letters, and keeps him. 
self well abreast of world thought. 

“Do they still read your work in 
Russia?’’ I asked H.G. ‘‘ Indeed they 
do,' he answered. ‘‘I:even get cheques 
trom Russia, but sometimes I find that 
the translations are not quite accurate.” 
And again there was that catching twinkle 
in his eye. i

No Change at Leinster House 


Notwithstanding the number of new 
deputies in the present Dail, and the many 
former members who lost their seats at the 
recent election, most of the talking up to 
the present has been done by those who 
talked in the last Dail. An analysis of 
the reports of last week’s debates probably 
would show that 99.5 per cent. of the news- 
paper space devoted to the Dail was taken 
up with the speeches of “ the old firms ’’~— 
the Ministers, Mr. Cosgrave, Mr. Dillon, 
Mr. Norton, Professor O'Sullivan and 
company. 

Probably the one man seriously missed 
was Mr. Mulcahy. He and Mr. Dillon 
were the most diligent, aggressive and 
regular members of the Opposition in the 
last Dail, and now the bulk of the work 
of worrying the Government will fill upon 
Mr. Dillon.

Not that it lacks vigour at the moment, 
but it is the sort of vigour which has heen 
displayed so often before that experienced 
reporters no longer bother about reportin 
interruptions or the artificial flares which 
sensationalisis can conjure into ‘‘ scenes.’

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Popular Programmes 


FE. VEN those enthusiastic film ‘‘ fans” 
who scan the news with eagle eye 
for the movements of Hollywood’s nota- 
bilities failed to discover the recent 
presence in Europe of William Dieterle. 
In fact, it was not until he returned to 
New York that the news of his tour was 
permitted to leak out gradually. Dieterle 
is one of those major, but comparatively 
inconspicuous, ities of the cinema 
—a director, was responsible for that 
splendid film, “The Story of Louis 
asteur,”’ and for ‘‘The Life of Emile 
Zola,” which has not yet been seen in 
Dublin. By an interesting coincidence one 
of his films, “ The Great O'Malley,” may 
be seen in Dublin this week at the Theatre 
Royal. William Dieterle has so stam 
the screen with his personality that what 
he believes and feels about the moving 
pictures are matters of vital importance 
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to all who consider the cinema to be some- 
thing more than an escapist paradise for 


bored millions. 


From the Hollywood viewpoint Dieterle 
might be classed as a consérvative with 
heretical tendencies. He can offer a 
trenchant indictment of the Californian 
way of making films. but he can also show 
how deep is his attachment to the tradi- 
tions of the place. It took him two years 
to push through the ‘‘ Louis Pasteur ”' 
project, and he expresses himself as having 
been mildly surprised when he was per- 
mitted to produce “‘ Emile Zola.”’ 


Faith in Hollywood 


When he has exhausted his criticism of 
Hollywood's methods he always returns to 
an expression of respect for the American 
film. After a three-months’ trip to Europe, 
during which he observed film production 
in many countries, he is convinced of 
Hollywood’s marked superiority at two 
important points. The first is technical 
eficiency—which extends from supervisin 
producers to the property staff—by whic 
the most slipsh Hollywood productions 
gain a lustre which European films seem 
to lack. The second is the pioneering or 
gambling spirit by which Hollyw is 
prepared to take tremendous risks on an 
outside chance in new apparatus or screen 
subject. Dieterle is heretical, from the 
Hollywood standpoint, in believing that 
cinema audiences are much more intelli- 
gent and sensitive than the majority of 
producers will credit, and he is convinced 
that the audiences are far ahead of Holly 
wood’s offerings. : 

Such opinions might be expected from a 
Hollywood director who was born in Ger- 
many and served long years in the theatre 
of Max Reinhardt before he went to work 
in films. He began in Hollywood as an 
actor-director, workuig in the German 
train nam of Wy A sgl mé still mixes 
his German an ish when ma : 
His views on a films may be sum- 
marised very briefly. For the British film 
he has little hope, but he does not ignore 
company the possibilities of a world 
appeal; for the Fascist-controlled films 
produced in Germany and Italy he has no 
hope at all. In France he found a curious 
situation, with many talented screen 
craftsmen turning out occasional good 
films ; but the industry as a whole lacked 
organisation and was under-equipped. The 
Scandinavian countries, he found; were 
taking advantage of favourable quota 
arrangements to make cheap ‘‘ shorts,” 
and outside those little was being done. 
Only in Russia did he find anything com- 
parable with Hollywood in organisation, 
technical resources and a workable pro- 
gramme. When he had seen them all he 
still preferred Hollywood. 


Irish Film Society 


The existence of the Irish Film Society 
deserves to be much more widely known 
than it yet appears to be, as it has done 
fine work in the past, and is likely to do 
better work in the future. The Society 
exists for the purpose of directing atten- 
tion to the film as an art-form, no less 
than as entertainment or an educational 
medium, and for showing films made by ite |

(own members. For the new season a most 
attractive programme has been arranged, 
including a reyival of Denis Johnston’s 
film of the Frank O’Connor short story, 
‘‘ Guests of the Nation.” At this revival 
Mr. Johnston will be present, and will talk 
to the audience about the making of the 
film. The remainder of the programme is 
sufficiently varied to satisfy most people, 
as it will include films from many Euro- 
pean countries. Czechoslovakia will be 
represented by a satire on commercialism 
entitled “Hey Rup,’’ and the much- 
praised Russian film, ‘‘ The Road to Life,”’ 
will give int to William Dieterle’s 
criticism.

Every- 
one, or nearly everyone, has heard some- 
thing about the great insurance business 
in London which is known as Lloyds, but 
not many people know much about it 
beyond its name.

SITE UNCOVERED 


ey wan 
GLASS, BRONZE, SILVER 
AND ENAMEL

N excavation of a large ring-fort at 
A Garranes, Co. Cork, yielded re- 
sults of first-rate importance for Irish 
atchmology. The excavation, which Jasted 
two months and on which about twenty work- 
men were employed, was financed as ol 
the State employment schemes, under the 
direction of the Office of Public Works and 
the National Museum. It was conducted by 
Dr. Sean P. O Ríordáin, Professor of 
ow at University College, Cork, 
assisted by Mr. M. J Uy Kelly, and was

e site investigated is a large ring- 
fort, with triple nenenethwand.-ak tg Std 
of its t in the country—situated in a dis- 
trict which is particularly rich in such re- 
mains, and this fact drew attention to the 
verge | At the end of the last century the 
late anon Lyons suggested that this 
large fort was the site of the important 
royal residence of the Ui Eachach (a 
branch the Eoghanacht, that later 
became the O’Mahony sept). The site is fre- 
quently mentioned in early Irish history 
under the name of Rath Raithleann. It was 
at Ráth Raithleann that St. Finnbarr was 
born in the sixth century, while his father 
was metal-worker to the ruler there. 

Because of the large area covered by the 
fort it was not practicable nor useful to 
excavate the whole of it, and the attention 
of the excavators was therefore directed to 
certain areas. The entrance to the fort was 
completely investigated, trial cuttings were 
made through the ramparts to find the nature 
of the defences, and a considerable portion of 
the inner part of the fort was excavated. 


A MANY-GATED FORT 


The entrance proved complex and most in- 
teresting. ‘The discovery of a series of post- 
holes, cut for the most part in the rock, gave 
evidence of the position of the gate-posts 
which guarded the approach to the fort. There 
were originally several gates—one standing at 
the ends of the outer bank, one at the ends 
of the middle fosse and a third at the ends 
of the middle bank. This bank terminated in 
two palisade trenches, one at either side of 
the entrance. These trenches had, held 
rows of posts—small tree trunks’ of 
about six inches in diameter—which formed 
a retaining palisade to keep the material of 
the banks in position and to narrow the 
entrance, the end posts of the palisade hold- 
ing the fourth and final gate of the approach 
to the interior. 

The ramparts of the fort were of earth 
and rock, and the fosses had been cut to a 
depth of about five feet into the rock, where 
this happened to come in the way of the fort 
builders... Within the fort were found many 
post-holes of the wooden houses of the fort- 
dwellers, and it was also disclosed that at 
some period in the history of the site the 
inner bank had been strengthened and im- 
proved as a means of defence by piling 
against it and upon it large quantities of 
loose stones. On the southern side of the fort 
there was found under this layer of loose 
stone a deposit of dark material—charcoal, 
and refuse of various kinds—and in this layer 
the majority of the finds were made. 


METAL WORKERS 


From the nature of these finds, and from 
the position in which they were found, it 
was evident that the excavators had come 
upon the workshop site of a metal- 
working community—probably the metal- 
workers who carrie. on their labours under 
the patronage of the ruler of the fort. 
Taking as a whole th evidence for the art 
an@ metal-working carried on in the fort, it 

ints to the discovery of one of the most 
important of such sites yet brought to light 
in Irish archeology. 

Among the finds clay crucibles, whole or in 
fragments, were particularly numerous—the 
site has, indeed, yielded more crucibles than 
were known from the whole country pre- 
viously. These crucibles were — 
shaped; were used to melt the metal, and in 
some of them were actually found the bronze 
or traces of bronze which they had been used 
to melt. A second type of crucible found, 
not formerly recognised ia Ireland, though 
known in Scotlani, semi-spherical in ig 
and made of a soft stone, was used for the 
preparing of enamel, as shown by the accu- 
mulations of that material around the edges. 


BRONZE AND ENAMEL 


Of the metal finds, the best was a small 
bronze button, the surface of which had been 
silvered and bore upon the face a “‘ triskele '' 
ornament which dates to the earl:” seventh 
century. The spaces left around the ornament 
on the face had been filled with red enamel. 
Other metal objects included a bronze 
brooch in the course of manufacture—the 
marks of the worker's implements still 
recognisable upon it—and evidently discarded 
because it had cracked during the work. A 
bronze pin of another similar brooch was 
fovnd, while another pin, also of bronze, was 
obviously cast and never finished, the marks 
of the joints of the mould in which it had 
been cast bemg quite clear. 

An iron’ sheers, such as is also found in 
crannogs, was discovered, as also were some 
small knife-blades, and a ery which might 
have belonged to the stock of a blacksmith. 

Yet more interesting and important than 
the iron material was the discovery of some 
fragments of glass and several pieces of 
milleferi glass (made by fusing different 
coloured rods of giass together and pulling 
them out so as to lessen ps diameter of the 
resulting composite rod). Such millefiori 
glass is made in rods, but it is then cut for 
insetting in ornaments. The circumstances 
of its discovery at Garranes, where rods of 
it were found, as well as rods of single- 
coloured glass, such as would be used in its 
manufacture, go to provide an affirmative 
answer to the question as to whether mille- 
fiori glass found on Irish ornaments was 4 
native product. 


MOULDS AND POTTERY 


Moulds of stone and clay for the casting 
of the metal objects were also found One 
of the stone moulds was of a peculiar and 
unique type—evidently intended for the 
cast of small mirror-shaped objects with 
a rude cross upon them. 

Though not spectacular from the popular 
viewpoint, the finding of a considerable 

uantity of pottery sherds in the course of 
the excavation is important because domestic 

ttery of early. Christian date has hitherto 
een almost completely lacking from Jrish 
sites. Still more striking is the fact that 
one or two sherds are almost certainly Roman

‘THE TRANSMISSION | 
OF POWER 


ENGINEERING ‘LECTURE 
IN DUBLIN 


——— mi 


The transmission of power in factories, 
with special reference to the V rope drive, 
was dealt with by Mr. F. Moss at a meeting 
o: the Engineering and Scientific Association 
of Ireland in the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson 
street, last night. 

Mr. Moss, who is a specialist in the trans- 
mission of power, said that this form of drive 
was suitable for electric motors, which, of 
course, ran at a high speed. It was a com- 
paratively new drive, having come into exist- 
ence about ten years ago, and being produced 
at the rate of 20,000 a year. Prior to its 
use drives were done b i 
toothed gear-wheels or é chain, These were 
never suitable for high speeds owing to the 
dangers of slipping, vibration and shock. 

The V rope was e without ends from 
cotton, impregnated with rubber, and it was 
suitable for bending around pulleys of small 
diameter. It was also especially suitable for 
high peripheral speeds. The pulleys were 
grooved to receive the V ropes, and so 
enabled the motor to be placed quite near 
to the driven machine, as sufficient grip was 


obtained in the grooves at short centres. In} 


using the ordinary belt-drive the motor had to 
be pace a number of feet away from the 
machine in order that the weight of the belt 

= help it to grip the pulley surface and 
rive. 

The V drives had been applied to all classes 
of machinery, and were particularly suitable 
for machines with uneven loads, such as com- 
pressors, crushers and so forth, They were 
used largely for driving dynamos by Diesel 
oil engines, and were considered the most im- 
portant discovery in power transmission since 
electricity was used for power.

“HOW ‘COSTING 

SCHEMES HELP 

ADDRESS TO THE 
ROTARY CLUB

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.C.R.4&;, ate accountant, who 
spoke on ' Some Aspects of Pro- 
duction Costs ” at yesterday’s luncheon of the 
Dublin Rotary Club in the Metropole 
Restaurant, said that works accounting was 
a modern science born of the machine age. 
The works accountant—whose job was dia: 
tinct from that of the financial accountant— 
was the connecting link between the pro- 
duction and the administrative departments. 
A thorough knowledge of costs could help 
towards a better understanding between em- 
ployer and employé: where honus and piece- 
work schemes of remuneration operate it was 
absolutely necessary. 

How many of the Irish industries, he asked, 
possessed costing departments? The Prices 
Commission was not only inconvenienced, but 
seriously hampered, by a hopeless lack of 
costing systems by Irish firms. Yet the 
brain-power was here, waiting to play its 
part. It should not be reared for export. 


NEW METHODS 


Dealing with the imports of machinery and 
electrical equipment, Mr. Shortt said that 
since the introduction of the. tariff system 
the value of imports under this head had in- 
creased from one and three-quarter million 
ounds in 1932 to three million pounds in 
956. These imports were of a capital nature 
and were an indication of a healthy ex-

Shortty 
after going to bed the Canon was awakene:l 
by a loud noise, The explosive substance 
had been put into a ventilating shaft, and, 
fortunately, the damage was comparatively 
emall. Counsel added that the outrage had 
apparently no religious significance, because 
letters were later sent to the reverend gentle 
man bearing the sick'e and hammer. 

Canon Boyle described the damage cause! 
by the explosion. When he heard an awful 
noise he jumped out of bed and took a shot 
gun with him to make an inspection of the 
premises, intending to put a “pickle” in 
their legs if he caught the intruders.

is insisted, are unimpaired. 


DIFFICULT ISSUES 


Constant consultations were carried on 
vesterday with France through diplomatic 
channels, and Mr. Eden. has been in close 
touch with every phase of the situation. 
On the difficult issues now confronting 
them there is inevitably a difference of 
approach between France and Britain, 
but not a difference of objective. 

France, owing to her geographical posi- 
tion, may be more disposed to advocate 
decisive counter-measures, while Britain.

YUGOSLAV OPPOSITION’S 
AGREEMENT

BELGRADE (by Air Mail). 


The text of the agreement recently 
signed by the Croat and Serb Opposition 
parties. in Yugoslavia has now been 
revealed. 

The agreement affirms that the only 
way to achieve a new constitutional 
régime, based on the principle of govern- 
ment by the people, and worked jointly 
by the Croats, Serbs; and Slovenes, is for 
a Government representing all the 
political parties “ which really have roots 
in the nation ” to take office. 

This, together with the Crown, would 
vote temporary ‘‘foundation laws” ra 
affirming the Monarchy and guaranteeing 
civil and political liberty ot the parlia 
mentary system of government. Then 
“ fair and democratic’ elections would 
be arranged for a Constituent Assembly, 
to which the Government shall be respon. 
sible in accordance with the democratic 
principle. 

The agreement concludes by statiny 
that the Opposition parties—the Croatian 
Peasant Party, the Indeperdent Democrat 
Party (Serbs from the new provinces), 
and the Serbian Radical (Democrat and 
Peasant Parties) will henceforth forn. 
one bloc for a common effort to carry out 
the above programme. 

The Opposition Parties who claim to 
represent the majonty of the Yugoslav 
people think this agreement will have 
revolutionary results. Either 

1—The Regent will accept the pro 
gramme and Yugoslavia will swing over 
from a quasi-dictatorship to a full 
democracy, and hence in foreign policy 
from a flirtation with the Rome Berlin 
axis to support of France, Britain, and 
the Little Entente; or 

2—The Regent will refuse, and the 
people will be informed of the proposals 
made and the Regent's refusal. It is 
thought that the people will then bring 
pressure to bear on the Reyent, and the 
possibility of violence is foreseen if force 
is used in support of the present Govern. 
ment,

FLYING OFFICER 
DROWNED 


Lieutenant William Ronald Harley, 
R.N., lost his life yesterday when an aero. 
lane which he was piloting dived into the 
foray Firth, while the Home Fleet’s 
manoeuvres were in progress. He was the 
sole occupant of the ‘plane, which fell near 
Tarbatness Lighthouse. 

It is believed that he extricated himself 
from the machine and began to swim for 
the shore. Then he sank and was not seen 
again. 

The following communiqué was issued 
last night: ‘‘ The Air Ministry announces 
that Lieutenant William Ronald Harley, 
R.N., Flying Officer, R.A.F., is missing, 
and is believed to have lost his life as a 
result of an accident which occurred at sea 
in Moray Firth on 11th October to an 
aircraft of No. 801 Fleet Fighter Squadron 
embarked on H.M.S8. Furious. 

* Lieutenant Harley was pilot and sole 
occupant of the aircraft.’

He was married six months ago, 
and at the time of the accident his wife 
was staying not far away at an Inver.

He declared that Mr. Levitt was in- 
sufficiently interested in litigation - to 
justify him proceeding with his petition. 

he Court: also refused to allow Mr.

Mr. Kelly’s action was denied in view 
of “he action on Mr. Levitt’s petition.

They were: General Han- Fu-chu, 
Governor of the north-east province of 
Shantung, who left his capital to direct 
operations against the left flank of the 
three-point Japanese thrust southwards, 
and General Li Tsung-jen, ‘‘ strong man ”' 
of the southern ——, of Kwangsi, who 
announced that he had 200,000 men ready 
to march to Nanking’s aid. 

General Li Tsung-jen led the abortive 
revolution of South China against the 
Central Chinese Government in June, 
1936. The attitude of General Han Fu- 
chu to Japanese plans in North China 
had been for some time in doubt.

KNEE-DEEP FLOODS 
PEIPING, Monday. 


The big battle in North China con- 
tinues. The larger part of Shihchiach- 
wang, the important railway junction on 
the Peiping-Hankow railway, was, ap- 
parently, still in the hands of the Chinese 
troops yesterday evening, in spite of the 
semi-official Japanese report claiming that 
the town had been captured in the after- 
noon. 

The Japanese communiqué this morning 
merely said that a smal] Japanese force 
had entered the northern outskirts of 
Shihchiachwang, which is a modern rail- 
way town without walls, while other 
Japanese troops which had crossed the 
Huto (alse called Puto) river further east 
were proceeding to encircle the town. 

The Japanese communiyué added that 
the advance was impeded by kneo-deep 
floods. 

The Chinese troops elsewhere along the 
Huto river are clinging stubbornly to 
their positions. | 

Japanese aircraft have bombed the 
railway southwards of Shihchiachwang 
and claim to have destroyed military 
trains, 


TOKYO REPORT

Japanese troops on the Peiping-Hankow 
railway are pushing ahead, and at noon 
to-day occupied Lunancheng, 17 miles 
south of Shihchiachwang, according to 
the Domei Agency.

According to Press quarters, the news 
body is to consist of ten members, of 
whom four will be selected from the Army 
and Navy, three from political parties, 
two from finance and business, and one 
from men of diplomatic experience. The 
Army members, according to the Press, 
will be General Araki and General Ugak.

issued last night. 


“ FRIGHTFUL WASTE ” 


The Blue Book contains minutes of evi- 
dence given before fhe Committee by Sir 
William Codling and Lieutenant-Colonel 
N. G. Scorgie, Controller and Deputy- 
Controller of the Stationery Office. 

Colonel Scorgie had mentioned in his 
evidence that members of the House could 
get copies of Hansard (the official report of 
proceedings of Parliament) free of charge. 

“Tt is the same with bills and Acts,” 
he added. ‘‘ Anyone who has been in the 
Gallery has seen the floor of the House 
strewn with papers, but it is quite impos- 
sible for us to say that is a wasteful 
expenditure.” 

Sir Nairne Stewart Sandeman (a 
member of the Committee)—I think there 
is a frightful lot of waste going on there. 
If, after they had had two copies, they had 
to pay a shilling for them, members would 
be much more careful. It is, frankly, a 
beastly waste, and Í hate to see it. hie 
I have seen members have a new Finance 


Bill every day. 


HANSARD CIRCULATION 

Mr. Naylor (another member)—What 
would be the total circulation of Hansard? 
—It is somewhere in the neighbourhood 
of 3,000 and 3,500. 

Possibly you would print 4,000 and keep 
the 500’—No. We should print 3,500, and 
that would include the margin. 

The Chairman (Sir Francis Fremantle)— 
That is every day /—Yes. 

Sir Nairne Stewart Sandeman—But if 
an important debate came on then you 
would increase it !— Yes.

The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on the report of the Fifth 
Committee of the League of Nations on 
the traffic in narcotics, says:—An offen- 
sive on a large scale is required, 
unless the good work of the League cf 
Nations is to be undone and the world is 
to be repoisoned for the benefit—in 
Russell Pasha’s words—of a mob of inter: 
national rascals, who seem able to pass 
free and unmolested in many countries of 
Furope and the Far East. But where is 
this offensive to begin if not in Japan and 
China? And how is it to begin when 
Japan and China are, in fact, at war 
and when the Japanese authorities on the 
Asiatic mainland bear the main respons 
hility for the revival of this lucrative and 
pernicious industry? It is not confined to 
the Far East. Attempts have been made 
to start drug factories in the Balkan 
Peninsula, and in parts of Upper Egypt 
‘* ) fellaheen have taken to growing: plots 
of opium poppies, or hashish plants, in- 
side a screen of sugar cane or maise. But 
the Balkan factories have been closed by 
the Balkan Governments, and the small 
producers in Egypt find. that their leafy 
rcreons will not hide their illicit crops 
from the vigilance of the Egyptian Air 
Fores 


The fact. remains that 90 per cent. of 


the world’s illicit white drugs come from 
Manchukuo, a client State of Japan, and 
those provinces of Northern China which 
the Japanese are overrunning. The con- 
trast between the attitude of China and 
Japan towards the use and sale of nar- 
cotics is also remarkable.

EXCITEMENT IN THE CIiry 


All day long a crowd about a thousand 
strong remained standing outside the 
Kaiserhof, says a Reuter telegram froin 
Berlin last mght. “We want to see 
Edward,’’ they cried again and again, and 
each time he appeared in the doorway 
they gave him a great cheer and rushed 
across the road, ignoring the police. Nazi 
uniformed officials were also much in 
evidence, dashing up to the hotel in huge 
black cars and rushing in and out just 
as though seme big conference were wu 
progress. Others similarly attired 
clustered in the roadway outside. 

It is learned in reliable circles that the 
Duke and Duchess have provisionally 
arranged to travel to America on Novem- 
ber 6 from (Cherbourg in the North 
German liner Bremen. 


ROSES AND CHEERS 


The Duke and Duchess arrived by train 
at the Friedrichstrasse tation at 8.50 in 
the morning, and were greeted by Dr. 
Ley, leader of the German Labour Front, 
and a small delegation. There were a 
number of women on the platform with 
flowers for the Duchess, and Dr. Ley also 
had a bouquet for her. A little ir! 
pressed a bunch of red roses into .the 
Duke’s hand, and he at once yave them 
to his wife. 

The Duchess was wearing a dark blue 
velvet hat and a dark blue coat. 

Black Guards shouldered their~ way 
through dense crowds to make a passage 
for the Duke and Duchess as they left the 
station. As they came out they were 
greeted with ‘‘ Heils’’ and English ana 
German cheers from a huge crowd of well- 
wishers. Accompanied by Dr. Ley they 
then entered a car and drove straight to 
the Kaiserhof Hotel, where they had 
some difficulty in freeing themselves of 
the flowers and oak leaves which had been 
flung into the car by _ enthusiastic 
onlookers, 


A CHANGED CITY 


The hotel porters, in their smartest 
uniforms, were lined up on either side of 
the entrance as the car drove up. In the 
entrance hall, where various people were 
introduced, the Duke remarked to Dr. 
Keil, Press Chief of the Labour Front: 
‘It is eighteen years since I was last in 
Berlin and | am surprised at the change 
in the outward appearance of the city. 1 
am looking forward to seeing a great 
deal.’’ 

The ducal couple then went up in the 
lift to their apartment on the second floor. 
The Duke has a large sittingroom, with a 
writing table and telephone, and a set of 
modern arm chairs. The walls are 
decorated with coloured reproductions of 
old masters. 

The Duchess also has a sittingroom, 
which she found filled with flowers when 
she arrived. 


CROWD’S. IMPATIENCE 


Outside a big crowd had gathered, and 
continued to shout steadily for the Duke. 
After shouting “ Windsor! Windsor !’’ for 
some time, they began to chant in chorus: 
“ Edward, please be so kind as to come 
to the window ”’ 

The Duke, however, was too busy to 
comply, and eventually an hotel official 
appeared and asked the crowd to be

patient, explaining that he had several 
visitors at the moment. 

After receiving the British Minister, Sir 
George Ogilvie-Forbes, the Duke left the 
hotel with Dr Ley just after 10 a.m. The 
Duchess who was fatigued after her long

On the way the 
Duke was frequently recognised and 
cheered. 

He was welcomed by the directors of 
the company and shown over the works, 
which in three years have been transformed 
from a group of derelict-looking workshops 
into a fine modern industrial plant. The 
Duke saw the apprentices’ school, the 
diningrooms, the health institutions, the 
workmen's assembly hall, the cheerful 
gardens and many other features. 

He spoke to several of the workmen 
in German, and asked them atout their 
wages and living conditions. 


LUNCH IN THE CANTEEN 


One of the most attractive rooms in the 
factory is the hig dining hall, where one- 
dish meals are served for directors, work- 
men and apprentices alike. The directors 
have to pay more than the workmen, 
while the apprentices get their food free. . 

In the course of his visit the Duke 
attended a concert given by the workmen's 
orchestra. In an interval, Dr. Ley made 
a short speech about the condition of the 
German working man. 

At the end everybody stood to attention 
while the German National Anthem and 
“ God Save the King ” were played. The 
Duke had lunch at the canteen with Dr. 
Ley, the directors of the works, and the 
members of his party. 

At 2.30 p.m. the Royal party returned 
to the Kaiserhof, where the Duchess had 
had lunch in her room. There was a 
large g¢rowd outside, and che for 
“ Good old England ” were heard.
